Opposition in­ 
creased as the Australians thrust steadily inland. 
Capture Last Ridge 
By the middle of the afternoon they had won the last 
ridge looking down on the ruins of the town and refinery 
and its still-blazing oil storage tanks. 
Toughest opposition was on this last ridge, which As­ 
sociated Press Correspondent James Hutcheson said was 
littered with dead Japanese, many of whom obviously had 
fx*«*n killed by bombs and artillery tire, although others were 
chopped down by Australian machine gunners and tanks. 
Although commanders had anticipated strong defense 
of this strongly-gunned enemy base, first losses were declared 
officially to have been light. 
This was due in part to the 3.500-ton month-long pro­ 
invasion tombing by the U. S. Lith and Fifth Air Forces 
and to the shell and rocket fire from the U. S. Seventh Fleet 
with Dutch and Australian units supporting the landing.

WAR’S GLORY GONE 
I cannot enthuse over "Plutarch’s 
Lives.” There Is too much glorying 
over warriors in them . I have never 
been able to see any glory in war. 
In those earlier wars, however, a r­ 
mies fought, and there was less of 
wanton destruction of cities and the 
innocent among women and chil­ 
dren. though many an ancient ruin 
today still stands as m ute evidence 
that war holds no glory. 
None of us can, as yet. measure 
the aftermath of this tragic World 
War Number Two. Its destruction 
and wanton killing have been so ter­ 
rible and savage. 
In England, 
Canada 
and 
the 
United States we are now welcoming 
the return to their native land of 
those who have been the great gen­ 
erals and leaders in the European 
war. But these heroic men do not 
come back as conquerors—though 
no war in history has been so de­ 
cisively won by the Allies, from a 
military standpoint. General Eisen­ 
hower expressed w hat I am trying 
to make plain, in a brief speech in 
England. He said: ’ Humility must 
always be the portion of any man 
who receives acclaim, earned in the 
blood of his followers,” and "honors 
cannot hide in his memory the 
crosses th at mark tile resting places 
of the dead.” 
It is significant th a t all these 
great Generals who come back home, 
come back with an Unbred hatred 
of all war. General M acArthur, who 
is so brilliantly continuing the war 
In the Far East, has said again and 
again that he hates war. It was H it­ 
ler and his gang who looked upon 
war as something glorious—so long 
as they were winning. But such ag­ 
gregations always lose. A wrong war 
never wins for its aggressors. 
It was Benjam in Franklin who 
once said there never was a g<x>d 
war nor a bad peace. No m atter how 
Imperfect the peace terms and plans 
now being so carefull^ studied out. 
may be, if there remains unity of 
purpose on the part of all concerned, 
we may look forward to a long reign 
of peace and good will among all 
nations. 
Distrust among nations m ust be 
forever dismissed if there is to be 
peace and happiness among them all. 
We must, as nations and people, 
think and walk on common ground.

Insect enemies which attack the 
Victory 
garden 
have 
different 
weapons, and cannot all be fought 
with the 
same 
methods. It 
is 
necessary, 
therefore, 
to 
identify 
what lethal means to use against 
them. 
The chart 
which 
accompanies 
this article shows the general ch ar­ 
acteristics of these enemies and brief 
descriptions, with 
suggestions for 
combating them, follow: 
There are red. black and green 
aphids, but those on vegetables are 
usually pale green. They cling to 
the under-side of leaves, or on the 
growing ends of stems of many 
vegetables, multiplying with am az­ 
ing rapidity. Use 
rotenone, 
pyre­ 
thrum or nicotine dust or spray, im ­ 
mediately first 
specimens are de­ 
tected. 
More Beetles 
Asparagus beetles are blue-black 
with lemon stops, one quarter inch 
long. Use 
rotenone dust or 
spray 
while harvest is on. and these or 
an arsenic dust or spray after the 
harvest. 
Bluster beetles are grey, striped 
or black, three-quarter inch long, 
prey on potato and tom ato plants. 
Use rotenone or pyrethrum spray 
or dust, or calcium arsenate dust. 
The striped cucumber beetle is 
one of the 
worst 
home 
garden 
pests, yellow body with three black 
stripes. It breeds in the blossom 
ends of cucumber, squash and melon 
vines, eats leaves and spreads di­ 
sease. Dust new growth as it de­ 
velops with dust composed of I lb. 
calcium arsenate and IO pounds of 
talc or gypsum ,repeating until vines 
are several feet long. Young plants 
should be protected from their first 
appearance. Do not use lime. 
Potato Leaf Hoppers 
Flea beetles are small flea-like 
insects which attack cabbage, egg­ 
plant, 
potatoes, 
tomatoes, 
turnip 
and other vegetables .and riddle the 
leaves with small holes. Use rote­ 
none or nicotine dust or spray. 
The potato bug or Colorado beetle, 
which may also attack eggplant and 
tomatoes, is red with black stripes, 
half inch long. Spray or dust with 
rotenone or arsenic. 
Potato leafhoppers are pale green, 
one-eighth inch long. Also found 
on beans, swarming on 
your 
ap­ 
proach to the plants, on which they 
cause leaf-curl. 
Nicotene 
or rote­ 
none dust or spray will control. 
Cutworms are caterpillars of va­ 
rious 
moths 
which 
hide 
by 
day and at night cut 
off 
young 
plants at the soil surface. Protect 
the plants 
with 
collars of heavy 
paper or cardboard surrounding the 
stems, extending an inch below the 
soil surface and two inches above, 
when the plants are set out. 
Squash bugs are reddish brown 
to black, three-quarter inch long. 
They lay egg clusters on underside 
of leaves, anet can L>e controlled by 
pyrethrum or rotenone 
spray 
or 
dust. 
M exican Bean Beetle 
The Mexican bean beetle is a 
black sheep of the lady bug fam ­ 
ily. Coppery brown. 8 black spots 
on each wing cover; it eats vines 
and lays yellow egg clusters on un­ 
der side of leaves, which hatch 
out into larvae with voracious appe­ 


tites. 
Plants m ust be 
thoroughly 
sprayed or dusted with rotenone or 
calcium arsenate but not lead a r ­ 
senate. 
Tom ato worms are green cater­ 
pillars with 
conspicuous 
yellow 
markings, three to four inches long 
The worm eat* tom ato leaves but is 
easily picked off. or killed by a 
rotenone or arsenic spray or dust. 
The corn ear worm is a caterpil­ 
lar two inches long, striped and 
marked green and brown, hatched 
from eggs laid on the young silk. 
Inject one-quarter teaspoonful of 
medical m ineral oil 
in 
the 
silk 
channel of each ear soon after polli­ 
nation.
